Quotes from Aleck McCann 


In the course of his speech at a National 
Press Club luncheon in Washington on 
the day before Laurel’s International was 
run. Prince Aly Khan turned to Soviet 
Ambassador Mikhail Menshikov and_re- 
marked that horse racing was no longer 
“just the sport of kings—nor even cap- 
italists.” After predicting that air 
transport “will permit international racing 
to develop tremendously.” he suggested 
greater use of turf courses in the U. S. 
and adoption of starting methods more 
familiar to horses from ether countries. 

Aly Khan also put in a word in favor 
of off-track betting. Since betting con- 
tinues. under any laws that may be passed. 
“it is better to do it under license. as in 
France.” 

In answer to a question, Aly Khan said 
his horses had to win at least $300,000 a 
year before he reached the break-even 
point. To Americans aware of the size of 
his stables and his stud farm operations 
in Ireland, France. and Venezuela. the 
estimate was surprisingly low, 


Hazing 


The 1958 edition of the Washington, 
D. C.. International took a hazing from 
nearly all sides. and especially from the 
English and Irish writers. A smattering 
of the comments from here and abroad: 

Michael O’Hehir. of Dublin. in’ the 
Racing Form: “We realize that it is hard 
hitting. but frankly the starting efforts 
seemed to us enough to unnerve any horse 


and rider. There was confusion at the 
start... and at no stage did the riders 


appear to have confidence in the ability 
of starter Blind to get them away. The 
sight of a starter running around with 
a red flag in the middle of the horses... 
was hardly what one would have expected 
from a race of this rating. It is clear that 
brilliant though a starter may be... he 


needs more than once-a-year practice at 


getting horses away from a ‘walk up’ 
start. and please jet nobody refer to Tues- 
day's efforts as a European type. start. 
Any similarity between that effort and 
a European getaway is purely coinci- 
dental.” 

The London Evening Standard: “The 
Laurel Park promoters, rather than the 
defeated horses. have lost face by this 
fiasco,” 

London Times: “If Ballymoss could 
fail. there must be a risk of such dimen- 
sions for all future champions making the 
journey that their owners will think long 
and hard before taking the plunge.” 

London Star: “Yesterday’s result is 
hardly likely to encourage English owners 
to send their best horses to Laurel in 
future years.” 


Yevgeni Dolmatov, trainer of the Rus- 
sian horses: “After all, it was equal for 
all.” 

John D. Schapiro, president of Laurel: 
“The London Times correspondent seems 
to be completely unaware of the fact that 
in 7 runnings of the International, 5 of 
the winners have been foreign entries.” 

Tom O'Reilly, in the Racing Form: “It 
may surprise some, but racing horses is 
primarily a sport.” 


Garnir's Dam 


When Garnir and Zaryad were desig- 
nated as entries for the Soviet Republic 
in the International at Laurel, it proved 
easy enough to identify them by sire, dam, 
and maternal grandsire, but we never 
managed to assemble the complete pedi- 
grees, 

The only Russian-language reference of 
value in the office was a book published 
in Moscow in 1950, including a list of the 
horses which finished first and second in 
“traditional prizes” at the Moscow hippo- 
drome from 1922 through 1949. A name 
which appeared several times was that of 
Garnir’s dam, Gassana. which won the 
1.200-meter Provni Prize. the 1,600-meter 
Bolshoi Prize for 2-year-olds. beating colts 
in the latter. She was second to a colt in 
other races at a mile. As a 3-year-old in 
1949 she won the 2.400-meter Bolshoi 
Prize for fillies and the 1.200-meter Cri- 
terium for 2- and 3-vear-olds. and finished 
third to colts in a test for 3- and 4-year- 
olds, at 1% miles. 

Thus Gassane appears to have been the 
best filly of her year. She is by the very 
successful Russian race horse and_ sire 
Sektor IL (by Tagor. by Florial, by Flor- 
izel Il. by St. Simon) out of Gratsia III, 
but there the search for extension of the 
pedigree came to a halt. So now we’re in 
the market for Russian stud books.

The 1958 International 


By Joe B. Hickey Jr. 


Battimore. Phineas T. Barnum, Florenz Ziegfeld, Mike Todd, 
Cecil B. De Mille—and now John D. Schapiro, entrepreneur of 
the Washington, D. C., International. As a colorful, glamorous. 
and exciting spectacle the Laurel production is upstaged by 
none. But as a horse race the 1958 running fell short of its 
promise. perhaps because so many expected so much of it. 

Blame for the ragged start which left Zaryad at the post 
fell on starter Eddie Blind’s shoulders. which fortunately are 
broad enough to withstand the burden. One owner, who obvi- 
ously had not cooled out, stated that Blind seemed more con- 
cerned with keeping on his bowler than with effecting the start. 

Few of Blind’s critics took the trouble to acquaint them- 
selves with the complexities of his task. Facing him were 
10 jockeys—4 of whom neither spoke nor understood English— 
intent on gaining the advantage by any fair means. Several were 
determined to beat the start at all cost. Seven alignments were 
required to get the field away. 

Orsini’s jockey. Lester Piggott. behaved as a jolly poor 
sport. His mount kept lashing out with his hoofs. and he was 
placed on the outside of the field as a safety measure. And 
whenever the starter’s attention was diverted to another horse. 
Piggott would try to ease inside, 

Viktor Kovalev. astride Zaryad, would-be pacemaker for 
the Russian team. presented another problem. After breaking 
up several alignments, Zaryad was taken in hand by John 
Silow, Blind’s Russian-spéaking assistant. Kovalev was re- 
ported to have complained that Silow had held his reins when 
the break came. Silow denied this. stating that he had to slap 
Zaryad on the rump in order to get him moving, and the 
Russians later denied that Kovalev had made the charge. 

Since the race’s inception in 1952, Blind has had a standing 
invitation with International jockeys to join him for schooling 
sessions. Only one or two have responded in 7 years. In all 
likelihood, Blind will use a tape for the start next year and 
seek a less confining TV time commitment. 

After *Tudor Era had won going away by 31% lengths 
and the objection sign flashed, few in the record crowd of

40.276 guessed that the winner was involved, since he had been 
in command throughout. Mrs. Herbert Herff. owner of *Tudor 
Era. was concerned least of all. During the 20-minute delay 
while the stewards viewed the films. she calmly chatted in the 
winner's circle with the writer. Asked if she preferred post- 
ponement of the interview until after the “official” was posted, 
she said she would rather continue. 


Then the Dam Broke 


Bob Levy. who, with his father, Dr. Leon Levy. headed the 
syndicate of New Jersey breeders then negotiating for the 
purchase of *Sailor’s Guide, joined the conversation. Delighted 
with *Sailor’s Guide’s commendable second-place finish, Levy 
also was taking bows for *Tudor Era’s victory. He had ar- 
ranged for the horse’s purchase by Mrs. Herff. Working 
through English agent-writer Clive Graham, Levy was instru- 
mental in the purchase of the maiden 3-year-old in England 
for $15.000. 

Then the dam broke. Numbers 9 and 5 were reversed in 
the first and second positions. and a new cast of characters filed 
into the winner’s circle. A. C. Dibb, who had accepted the 
invitation te run *Sailor’s Guide, was shaken, as if the rapid 
turn of events was beyond his comprehension. He said that in 
Australia a jockey could not claim foul without permission of 
the owner and trainer. He added that he would not have allowed 
the foul claim. 

Few men under comparable stress would have comported 
themselves with the uncommon graciousness and good _ sports- 
manship of *Tudor Era’s trainer, Sidney Jacobs. Fans with $2 
on the Herff horse’s nose were in high dudgeon when the dis- 
qualification was announced: but Jacobs, with a $7.000 cut 
hinging on the outcome, remained calm and pleasant. 

Jacobs had been forewarned by his jockey, Bill Harmatz. 
Upon his return to the unsaddling area, Harmatz had _ told 
Jacobs, “I think Grant is going to claim foul, but I don’t 
believe he has a chance.” 

At the Jacobs barn 20 minutes later, a man was ranting 
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rp going into the first turn of the Washington, D. C., 


International. Ballymoss (7) was far back inside. Going into the far turn for the second time, “Tudor Era still held the 


about an impossible. stupid ruling that 
disqualified a horse which had been on 
top from the start. Jacobs hushed him. 

“T have the utmost respect for the judg- 
ment of Mr. Flanagan. He is as fair as 
any man I know, and if he says my horse’s 
number should come down I’ve got to go 
along with him. Those pictures aren’t 
going to show anything that wasn’t there,” 
Jacobs declared. 

Harmatz, now dressed in street clothes, 
said he might have pinched Grant just a 
bit at the head of the stretch the second 
time around, but... 

“Days. I don’t care about getting days.” 
he protested. “This was a big race and he 
had no business. . . .” 

Jacobs put his arm around Harmatz. 

“That course is uneven.” the trainer 
said. “A horse can run straight and still 
roll a bit on it. Maybe that’s what hap- 
pened.”

Did *Tudor Era come back al] right? 

“Just a small cut on the coronary band. 
We didn’t plan to go out on top. you 
know. I told Bill not to rush him. Just 
let him follow along early and then come 
on with some horse under him. But he got 
off so well Bill had no alternative but to 
go on with him.” 

Was this tougher than losing the 1957 
United Nations Handicap to Round Table 
by a nose? 

“Much tougher. He won off by himself 
today. The jockey (R. J. Martin) lost 
the other race by losing a stirrup right 
when he was driving alongside Round 
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Table. Oh well. maybe next year. I don’t 
know where the horse is coming from, but 
maybe next year.” 


Over at the International barn, the 
Russians were in a huddle. Jockey Kovalek 
was gesturing wildly in an effort to make 
his point. An interpreter reported that 
Kovalek was saying one of the assistant 
starters had held his reins at the start. 

The interpreter was asked solicit 
comment from Yevgeni Dolmatov, direc- 
tor of the Moscow Hippodrome and chief 
of the visiting Russian delegation. An- 
other huddle. More wild gestures by 
Kovalev. 

“Dolmatov says that the pace was too 
slow. He would have wished for more 
early speed. Garnir would have been closer 
then.” the interpreter related. 

A few yards away a veterinarian exam- 
ined Ballymoss’ legs.

As a young man, Bond had tried his 
hand at policy writing and doorbell ring- 
ing, but soon decided that the insurance 
business was not for him. Not if he could 
make a go of it at the races. 

That was 25 years ago. Since then he 
has won close to 1,000 races. none of 
which came close to matching the import- 
ance of *Sailor’s Guide’s International. 
Until he took over the training of the 
\ Aussie horse on September 5, 49-year-old 

Bond’s brighest moments were with a 
couple of hard-hitting sprinters, Tuscany 
and Brazen Brat. 

Bond had won 61 races this year—no 
small accomplishment for a stable that 
doesn’t go South for the winter. His young- 

' er brother, Bernie. also campaigns a pub- 
lic stable on the Maryland-Delaware-New 
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Jersey circuit. Bernie had hung up 92 
wins this year to be fourth on the national 
trainers’ list. 

Bowes, who makes his home in Towson. 
just north of Baltimore, starts the year 
with about 30 horses. His operating 
strength is between 20 and 35 horses. His 
patrons: Mrs. Milton Erlanger. Mrs. Sam- 
uel H. Pistorio, Paul Cresci, Knollwood 
Stable, Robert Stofberg, and Henry Hecht.

tice to clip manes in Australia. This horse 
is exceptional. Not too big, maybe 15:3. 
I'd say he weights about 1,000 pounds. 
I’ve never seen a horse with a_ nicer 
disposition. He has reacted perfectly to 
strange surroundings and practices. Easy 
to train. doesn’t need a workmate. By 
himself he'll give you his best. 

“You know it was just 2 months ago 
that he was running a 101-103-degree fever 
off and on for a week. He was getting 
penicillin and aureomycin every day. 
Needle after needle, but not once did he 
knock back on his feed. 

“And the training I had to give him to 
get him ready was enough to kill an ordin- 
ary horse. I never trained a horse so hard. 
At times I thought I would overdo it. 

“Grant liked him from the first. After 
he breezed *Sailor’s Guide he told me, 
‘T'd go all the way to hell to ride this 
horse. 

“That last work was an eye-opener. He 
went three-eighths in 33 seconds (there 
are no poles on the Laurel turf course) 
and pulled up the five furlongs in :57. I 
think maybe he might have shaded :33, 
but nobody would believe it if you wrote 
it.” 

*Sailor’s Guide’s Australian trainer, 70- 
year-old George Daniel, couldn’t make the 
15.000-mile argosy to Laurel, so John 
Schapiro had suggested Bowes Bond. 


“The new owners said I could keep him 
in my barn if I went to California. But 
T can’t go. Got too many horses here. And 
I like these people 'm training for in the 
East.” 
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Wasuincton, D. C. This is not  in- 
tended as a knock at Eddie Blind. cer- ¥ 
tainly one of the most able practitioners 
in a highly specialized profession, but as 
far as the seventh running of the Wash- 
ington. D. C., International was concerned. 
I have seen better starts in a ladies’ point- 
te-point. | mean it was wild, man. 

In fairness to Eddie, it should be point- 
ed out that trying to align 10 fractious 
studs — while one jock endeavors to beat 
the start and another skylarks his 
mount attempts to belt everything in sight 
—is no simple task, to say the least. 
From the roof of Laurel’s grandstand. 
Eddie could be observed jumping around ) 
like a blind dog in a meathouse as he des- 
perately sought to get his field away. 

In the chart of every previous Interna- 
tional, you will find the comment: “Good 
walk-up start from flag.” Blind knows 
his business, but he had one hell of a job 
on his hands this time. 

The start, the disqualification of *Tudor 
Era. and the failure of Ballymoss. were, 
of course, the highlights of this most 
dramatic of all Internationals. The results 
touched off a controversy that crackled 
all the way from Melbourne to London, 
but when all the hullabaloo subsides, | 
believe the prestige of the race itself will 
not be damaged a whit. The International. 
in short, is here to stay. 

Most of the post-race alibis for the de- 
feat of Ballymoss — which saved the 
shirts of half the bookmakers in the United 
Kingdom — centered on “the sharp turns 
and the short run-in.” Few bothered to ) 
mention that these factors failed to hinder 
the previous English, French and Vene- 
zuelan winners of this race. Foreign 
horses. in fact. have captured 5 of the 7 
runnings of the International. 

A correspondent of the London Times, 
badly shaken, wrote: “If Ballymoss could F 
fail, there must be a risk of dimensions 
for all future champions making the 
journey that their owners will think long 
and hard before making the plunge.” 

Nowhere did he note that England’s Wil- 
wyn won the first International in 1952 
and his record of 2:3044 still stands. He ' 
did not report that France has won it 
twice, Venezuela once, or that Australia’s 
*Sailor’s Guide had traveled 15,000 miles 
by ship to make this one. 

The Washington, D. C., International Trophy Anyway, Laurel, which has set new 
standards for courtesy and consideration. 
is now considering enlarging its turf ‘ 
course, which is just a little over 7 fur- 
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longs. There is also some talk about em- 
ploying the elastic starting tape which has 
been in use for obstacle races and at our 


hunt meets for some time. Just a few 
days after the International. I saw this 
tape used at a hunt meet in Virginia. 


and the starts went off without a hitch. 


In the week that preceded the Interna- 
tional. most of the interest was focused 
on Ballymoss and the representatives of 
People’s Horse Factory No. 33. Zaryad 
and Garnir. The acquisition of the Rus- 
sian horses for this race represented a 
notable coup for Laurel’s executive vice 
president and secretary. Joe Cascarella, 
a former baseball pitcher who looks as 
though he never made an overnight bus 
jump in his life. 

Cascarella. America’s answer to Savile 
Row. had been working on this for nearly 
a year. With the assistance of the U. S. 
State Department and the Soviet Embassy 
in Washington. he finally made it. The 
Russian contingent to Laurel included 
Yevgeni Dolmatoy. an old cavalry officer 
who now directs the Moscow Hippodrome. 
Russia’s largest track, as well as all Soviet 
Thoroughbred breeding and racing: train- 
er Yevgeni Gottlieb; Zaryad’s jockey. 
Viktor Kovalev, a dour little guy of 24 
who later gummed up the start of the 
International; and Garnir’s rider, Nikolai 
Nasimoy. a tallish, 28-year-old chap who 
also competes in steeplechases and is con- 
sidered the Russian Arcaro. 

Following its standard technique of 
never publicizing anything until after the 
fact. the Soviet government is said to have 
kept the Laurel expedition a virtual secret 
as far as the Russian public was con- 
cerned. Once here. however. the Russian 
representatives proved affable and co-op- 
rative and candidly admitted that they 
were here to find out what it was all 
about and how their horses rated in in- 
ternational competition. Since World War 
Il. the Russians have not raced a horse 
outside the [ron Curtain. Their breeding 
program over the years has been scrupu- 
lously controlled. The opinion here is that 
they are not very far behind. 

Neither of the Soviet entrants in the 
International. both 3-year-olds. would have 
any strip classes —Garnir had a 
popped knee you could hang your hat 


won 


on —but they were reasonably breedy- 
sokin g. 
Both jockeys were overweight when 


they arrived, and both had to make 122 
for the race. Nasimov. who weighed close 
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to 130 upon arrival. spent considerable 
time in the sweat box and ate nothing but 
apples for 2 days before the race. In the 
paddock, saddling Zaryad. Kovalev blew 
his stack when he discovered his over- 
girth was too long, and he gesticulated 
wildly. An interpreter spoke to a valet. 
who quickly fetched another one. 
Kovalev was soon to figure prominently 
in the melee at the start. The Russian 


pre-race strategy was obvious: send 
Zaryad to the front. cook some good 


horses. and let Garnir come from behind. 
The start altered the plot. 

Eddie Blind had done his best to  pre- 
clude a foul-up. He even assigned a Rus- 
sian-speaking assistant, Johnny Silow, to 
handle the Soviet horses if necessary. But 
Garnir finished sixth after figuring promi- 
nently in the early doings. while Zaryad 
was “absolutely” -after being caught flat- 
footed at the start. 

Nasimoy made no excuses for Garnir. 
Kovalev. who tried to beat the start at 
least twice. was quoted as saying that 
Zaryad had been held. The films proved 
otherwise. Blind added. “That’s utterly 
ridiculous. Johnny Silow. who speaks 
Russian, handled the colt and [ know he 
let go just as I said. ‘Come on, 

“When Johnny turned him loose. Zaryad 
didn’t even move. Johnny finally hit him 
on the rump. If that rider hadn't kept 
trying to break up my starts. | wouldn’t 
have had a man with his horse. He 
acted as if he didn’t understand my 
instructions. but Johnny said he was mak- 
ing himself clear. If Johnny hadn’t taken 
hold of the horse. we'd be out there now. 
Kovalev was determined he was going to 
beat my start. Every time it looked as if 
| had a chance to let them go, he would 
cluck to his horse just a second or two 
before I was ready. He loused up the 
whole thing.” 

(Later the Russian delegation formally 
denied that Kovalev had said Zaryad was 
held at the start.) 

The starter also had some choice words 
for Lester Piggot. the British jockey who 
rode Germany's Orsini. another trouble- 
maker. Blind said if he had been an 
American jockey. he would have had him 
suspended. “He did everything [ told him 
net to do, and he understands English. 
Orsini was kicking and stomping other 
horses and Piggott just wouldn’t be help- 
ful. That’s why I had him led to the 
outside.” 

I refer you to Joe Hickey’s report on 


the 3-cushion match which ensued. but | 
do have one or two other notes gleaned 
from a frayed cuff. 

Eddie Arcaro amused himself the 
jocks’ room before the race by bringing 
Toots Shor up to see a “Russian mon- 
goose” that allegedly had been brought 
over by the Soviet jockeys. This was a 
box-like contraption, the top of which 
was held by spring. When Eddie 
pressed the latch, a giant fox tail flew 
out. The rotund restaurateur jumped a 
conservative 3. feet. 

Revoque. a maiden which placed 
in Argentinian classics, got into the Inter- 
national on a pass because the champion 
Manantial had stayed hom eto win the 
Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini. When he 
fintshed next to last. it was no shock to 
those who. the morning before the race. 
had watched him breeze not once but 3 
times under a 140-pound boy riding, 
bareback. 

Ras Prince Monolulu. the sage of Hyde 
Park. was on hand to tout all within ear- 
shot on Ballymoss. Fetchingly attired 
in a plumed headdress and scarlet robes, 
the Prince was asked what other horse 
he liked besides the famous Irish-brd. 
Flashing his gold teeth, he winked and 
said: “One wife, one horse. no lodgers, 
no temptation.” 

He was last seen thumbing his way 
back to London.

The Cross Purposes 


Cuicaco. Hard feeling is rising among 
Thoroughbred breeders Illinois. 

The Prairie State Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association announced its formal or- 
ganization last week. and its board of di- 
rectors includes many of Chicago’s most 
iifluential owners and breeders. Forma- 
tien of the Prairie State was announced a 
few days after the Hlinois Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association had vigorously pro- 
tested the Illinois Racing Board’s recom- 
mendation that stakes and purse money 
for Ilinois-bred horses the next 2 years 
be sliced by 59 per cent of the figure 
already announced. 

One of the Prairie State organiza‘ion’s 
first acts was to support the racing board’s 
action, which included setting maximum 
purses at $10.000. The new group also 
censured the old for making critical re- 
marks about the racing board’s actions. 

President of the association is Donald 
McKellar, young. personable horseman. 
best remembered as the owner of Splen- 
dored, fine 2-year-old filly of 1956. 
Dwight Denham. southern Illinois breed- 
er, is vice president; Emil Denemark Sr.. 
owner and breeder, treasurer; and Lee A. 
Freeman, Chicago attorney. secretary. 
In recent years Freeman has been em- 
ployed by the Ben Lindheimer tracks. 
Balmoral, Washington Park. and Arling- 
ton Park. 

Daniel F. Rice is chairman of the board. 
Besides the officers, directors include Ed- 
ward Ginsburg.

The Second Belmont; a New Nursery Stud 


By Dan M. Bowmar IIL 


At the time of August Belmont’s death, 
and for many years thereafter, The Jockey 
Club had a rule, patterned after the Eng- 
lish Jockey Club’s, which voided all stakes 
nominations at the time of an owner's 
death. This “death tax” was especially 
severe if an owner had the misfortune to 
die early in a calendar year; many of the 
country’s top stakes closed on January 1. 


Belmont died on November 24, 1890. 
and early in December his executors de- 
cided to disperse his extensive Thorough- 
bred holdings. With the racing stable, 
there was little time before the January 
1 deadline. and it was announced that 
all older horses and yearlings of 1890 
would be sold at the Nursery Stud on 
Long Island on December 27. December. 
of course, was not the best month for a 
horses-in-training sale, since many owners 
and trainers would have returned to 
their homes in the South or West. and 
the executors gave themselves an added 
handicap in their choice of location. 

Special trains were operated from New 


1284 


York to Babylon on the morning of the 
sale. but it was about 2 miles from the 
railroad station to the barn in which the 
sale was conducted. A heavy snow was 
falling, and the temperature was barely 
above zero. It would have been hard 
enough to build up a crowd that day in 
New York City; it was impossible at 
Babylon. 

The racing stock offered at Babylon 
was from one of the best stables ever as- 
sembled in America. On the block were 
Potomac, the leading 2-year-old colt; La 
Tosca. the leading 2-year-old filly; Race- 
land and Prince Royal. 2 of the country’s 
best older horses; and 6 other above- 
average performers. 

Before the auction. Turf writers had 
predicted that Potomac would _ bring 


$50.000 or more, but he went to Mike- 


Dwyer for $25,000. Dwyer later said he 
had not expected to bid on the colt, but 
when bidding was so slow he saw an op- 
portunity to get a bargain. Six months 
later, on July 1, 1891, Potomac won the 
Realization Stakes, worth $31.050 to the 
winner, and the same year he won the 


Spindrift and Barnegat Stakes, finished 
second in the Coney Island Stakes and 
third in the Coney Island Cup. 

La Tosca went to the Hough Brothers 
for $13,000. The next season she won 16 
of 2] starts. including the Swift, American 
Hotel, Dolphin, Speed. Reapers’, Siren, 
Clinton. and Ocean View Stakes. 

Prince Royal went to Phil Dwyer for 
$5,600; St. Carlo, to J. H. McCormick 
for $1,600; Magnate, to Fred Eshner for 
$3.500; St. Charles, to W. M. Barick for 
$4.000; Masher. to Fred Eshner for 
$6.000; Flavia, to F. McCabe for $2,800; 
and Beauty, to W. L. Scott for $2,500. 
Each was well bought. 


The yearlings included one of the best 
buys of the 19th century. David Gideon 
bought His Highness. by *St. Blaise— 
*Princess. for $3,400. and in 1891 the 
colt won the Futurity and 8 other races, 
earning $107,285, to establish a new rec- 
ord for 2-year-olds, breaking the mark 
set by Potomac in 1890. 

Another good one among the yearlings 
was St. Florin, which topped the younger

horses at $6,600 and went on to rank 
among the best of his crop at 2 and 3. 

Altogether the 10 race horses brought 
$71.000. and the 18 yearlings grossed 
$50.600. 

The disappointing sale of 1890 was off- 
set to a considerable extent by a very 
good sale in the fall of 1891, when. stal- 
lions. broodmares. yearlings. and wean- 
lings were offered. August Belmont Jr. 
had taken nothing from the race horse 
sale: he and his brothers Perry and 
O. H. P. bought stock at the 1891 sale. but 
only August bought extensively. and he 
vas the only son to persevere in breed- 
ing and racing. 

Principal attraction at the 1891 auction 
was the offering of *St. Blaise, then at 
the peak of his career, The English Derby 
winner had proved an immediate success 
at stud. He had ranked near the top of 
American sires in 1889; he led in 1890. 
when his get established a new American 
record for earnings in a single season: 
and he again was a leading contender for 
the title in 1891. 

The stallions and yearlings were sold at 
Tattersalls’ sales arena. 7th Avenue and 
55th Street in New York City. Admission 
was by ticket only. “a wise precaution.” 
according to E. A. Buck, editor of the 
Spirit of the Times. Buck’s description of 
the auction: 

“It was close on 9 o'clock when Mr.

| William] Easton finally mounted the 
rostrum. and by that time there was one 
selid sea of faces before him. By mistake 
a colt out of Lady Primrose was led in, 
but in a moment *St. Blaise appeared in 
all his glory. His rich color lent itself to 
the occasion, and as he glanced hither and 
thither over the strange mass of faces he 
seemed to be fully alive to the situation. 


“As Mr. Easton asked for a bid, the 
response came with a rapidity which was 
positively electrifying. $25,000, 
and then, almost in the same second, Mr. 
Charles Reed had half risen from his 
chair, and with one handed extended, 
called out *$100,000.2 Right back of him 
in the gallery was Mrs. Reed, and her 
face at the moment looked more as if it 
had been cut out of stone than composed 
of flesh and blood. 


“There was a second’s gasp, and almost 
everyone in the place began to applaud 
and cheer, so that it was some seconds be- 
fore silence could be restored. Then. for 
a few moments, Mr. Easton looked for 
the bid that did not come. while Mr. Reed 
seitled back in his chair, as calm and un- 
concerned as if he had made a $5 bet. No 
one came to the seratch. Mr. Reed had 
‘earthquaked” them, and those who had 
made up their minds to bid. and there 
were many, had such admiration for his 
pluck that they held their peace. Then 
the gavel fell. Always a popular figure. 
the master of Fairview was applauded 
from all sides as his grand horse was 
led from the ring. and thrice did he have 
to stand up and lift his ‘stove-pipe’ hat 
from his head before the audience would 
let him be. 

“Pluck won the day and secured the 
most successful stallion of his time for 
Fairview Stud. Had the attempt been 
made to raise the bids by $5.000 or even 
$10.000 at a time. the figure reached might 
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probably have been half as much again. 
By Mr. Reed’s side sat the Hon. Stephen 
Sanford; over in the ‘millionaire’s corner’ 
were Messrs. Lorillard and Haggin. and 
Mr. John Morris and Mr. A. Morris sat 
facing them across the ring, but none of 
them spoke. Mr. Reed. a comparatively 
poor man [apparently this meant he had 
fewer millions than some of the others; 
Reed owned a large gambling casino at 
Saratoga and Fairview Stud in Tennes- 
see|, had the courage of his convictions, 
and like all mankind. they recognized and 
admired true pluck and let him have the 
horse.” 


Whether it was admiration of pluck or 
realization that $100.000 was a fantastic 
price for a stallion, none of the million- 
aires had good reason to regret the fact 
that Reed got *St. Blaise. In 11 years at 
Fairview *St. Blaise never sired another 
champion, and in 1902 James B. Haggin 
bought the horse for considerably less 
than $100,000. In 1906 August Belmont 
purchased him and pensioned him at Nur- 
sery Stud in Kentucky. 


The sale of yearlings was no less sue- 
cessful. Jacob Rupert paid $30,000 for 
a colt by *St. Blaise out of the excellent 
race mare Lady Primrose. Rupert had 
more success with beer and baseball; the 
colt raced only once and was unplaced. 

Biggest bargain among the yearlings 
was a filly by *The [l-Used out of Lady 
Rosebery, dam of Lady Primrosé and 
Lady Margaret. James Rowe, acting as 
agent for August Belmont, bought her 
for $11,000. 


Two other yearlings reached $10,000, 
and the 24 head brought $124,550; the 
average of $5.189 was almost a 100 per 
increase over the 1890 average. 


The strength of the 1891 market was 
shown further in the auction of the Bel- 
mont weanlings. Twenty-seven head 
brought $72.425. average $2.682. The top 
price was $6,100, and only 7 failed to 
bring as much as $1,000. 


Prices for broodmares were good, but 
not exceptional in view of the fact that 
the elder Belmont had assembled the best 
group of race mares and producers in 
America. After Woodburn Farm began 
to wane about 1880. Nursery became 
supreme among American studs. 


Most sought after among the mares was 
*Viola, a 6-year-old daughter of the Eng- 
lish Derby winner Kisber out of Parma, 
dam of Tetrarch. Stephen Sanford bought 
her for $20.500. Five cthers reached 
$10,000, and the total for 48 mares was 
$203,525. 


The 131 Thoroughbreds owned by the 
first August Belmont were auctioned at 
the 2 sales for $639.500. a new record 
for a dispersal of a racing stable and 
stud. The totals for each group of horses:

The total given here is $5.950 more than 
has been reported previously by most 
writers. The Spirit of the Times said the 
broodmares and weanlings sold for $270.- 
000. and this figure was used by other 
publications. However, adding the prices 
reported in the Spirit (identical with those 
given in Turf, Fieid, and Farm) the gross 
for the broodmares was $203.525 and for 
the weanlings, $72.425, a total of $275,950. 

It was at the sale of broodmares that 
August Belmont Jr. began assembling the 
stock for the second Nursery Stud. EF. C. 
Potter, his agent. bought 7 mares:

Several of these later produced good 
runners for the Belmont stable. but the 


first dividend for the younger Belmont was 


produced by Lady Violet, the yearling filly 
purchased for $11,000. 


Lady Violet won 6 of 11 starts at 2, was 
second 3 times and third once. Her vic- 
tories included the Foam (beating Don 
Alonzo), Lassie, Autumn, Belles’, and 
Flatbush Stakes and the Great Eastern 
Handicap. In the Great Eastern she 
carried 125 pounds, conceding weight to 
all but Don Alonzo, which carried 128. 
She was second to Don Alonzo, after get- 
ting a poor start, in the Junior Champion 
Stakes. second to Morello in the Futurity, 
and second to Alice Bruce in the Great 
Trial Stakes. Her earnings for: the year 
were $31.472, a huge sum for a 2-year-old 
filly in 1892. A. J. Joyner said Lady 
Violet was the best filly he ever trained 
for Belmont. 


Belmont had no outstanding horses in 
1893-94, but in 1895 he had one of the 
cracks of the era—Hastings. a son of 
Spendthrift. Foaled in 1893 at Dr. T. D. 
Neet’s farm, near Versailles. Ky.. Hast- 
ings began his career in the stable of 
Gideon and Daly. He won his first 3 
starts, including the Surf Stakes. and in 
July he was sold for $37.000 to Belmont, 
who hoped to win the Futurity in August 
with him. Hastings failed in the Futurity; 
he was a disappointing fifth to Requital. 
Various ailments bothered him for the 
next 2 months, and he was put away to 
await his 3-year-old season. 


In 1896, for the first time since he ap- 
peared on the Turf in 1892. Belmont had 
a well balanced stable. Among the 2- 
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year-olds, he had Don de Oro, a colt by 
*Rayon d’Or out of *Bella Donna. one 
of the mares he had purchased at the 
dispersal of his father’s estate. Don de 
Oro gave early promise. winning 3 of his 
first 4 starts. including the Eclipse and 
Tremont Stakes. but he later was unplaced 
in the Great Trial and Double Event. 

Margrave. a 3-year-old colt by *St. 
Blaise out of Lady Margaret. another dis- 
persal purchase. was unbeaten in 5 starts, 
including the Tidal. Preakness (at Brook- 
lyn). and Boulevard Stakes. Hastings won 
3 of 6. including the Belmont Stakes and 
the Toboggan Handicap, and finished sec- 
ond in the Withers and Tidal Stakes. In 
the Realization he was fourth to Re- 
quital, 

Best horse in the stable that year was 
Henry of Navarre. which Belmont’ pur- 
chased for $35.000 as a 4-year-old. Fa- 
mous for his duels with Domino and Clif- 
ford. Henry of Navarre was considered a 
cripple when Belmont bought him, late 
in 1895. Although he was able to race 
only twice in 1896. the son of Knight of 
Ellerslie still had his class. He won the 
Suburban from The Commoner and Clif- 
ford, carrying 129 pounds, highest weight 
carried to victory in the handicap until 
that time. 

In 1897 Henry of Navarre was retired 
to stud and Margrave failed to hold his 
3-year-old form. but Belmont still had a 
good stable. Hastings won the Kearney

RENEGED'S brief 2-year-old career placed him 
among the best of his generation with wins in the 
Troy and Flash Stakes . . . after a great year at 
3, he again came back at 4 to win stakes up to 
1% miles and rank with the best. At 5, this year, 
Reneged carried weights up to 136 lbs., won 
stakes at seven furlongs. 


Reneged missed the early weight-for- 
age 3-year-old races but once he got 
going his record was a study of a 
handicapper trying to slow up a fast 
horse . . . 117, 122, 126, 128, and 
finally 130 lbs., the highest weight 
given a 3-year-old in New York in 
1956. Reneged won the one-mile 
Jerome Handicap in the third fastest 
time the race has been run since 1914; 
he was co-highweight at 122 Ibs. in 
the 1',-mile Discovery, which he won; 
he then won the $50,000 Yankee 
Handicap (above) with 126 Ibs. on a 
heavy track; two more pounds were 
added to his burden when he carried 
128 in the Benjamin Franklin — and 
again he wen. Finally the handicap- 
per strapped him with 130 Ibs. — for 
the 1°46-mile Roamer Handicap. That 
did it. He was caught in the final 
sixteenth giving 10 pounds to the 
winner. On The Blood-Horse Handicap 
for 3-year-olds he was weighted at 
124 lbs.—the highweight among 3- 
year-olds racing in October and 
November.

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Stakes and the Westchester Highweight 
Handicap (carrying 140 pounds). and fin- 
ished second in the Ocean. Omnium. and 
Culver Handicaps. and the First Snecial. 
His record was more consistent than thal 
of any older horse in training except Ben 
Brush. which beat him in both the Omnium 
and First Special. Ii was in his 4-vear-old 
season that Hastings began to display the 
savage temper for which he became known 
in later years. 

The stable had 2 very good 3-vear-old 
colts. Don de Ovo was not a consistent 
performer, but at his best he wes a formid- 
able opponent. He wen the Carlton and 
Kenner Stakes and the Boulevard and

in the Jerome and third in the Travers 
and Brooklyn Derby. 

Octagon. a 3-year-old colt by *Rayon 
d@Or—*Ortegal. by Bend Or. began the 
season by beating Gotham. Irish Reel. and 
other older horses in the Toboggan Handi- 
cap on May 13, and 2 days later he 
trounced *Ogden in the Withers. After 
finishing third in the Belmont and Carl- 
ton Stakes. he came back to defeat a 
high-class field in the Brooklyn Derby. He 
was unplaced in his last 5 starts. 

The good years of 1896-97 were followed 
by relatively poor ones. In 1898. at the 
Octagon again won the To- 
boggan. there minor stakes 
winners each season for the next 5 years.

August Belmont Jr. won his first Belmont Stakes in 1896, when Hastings, which 
he had purchased the previous year for $37,000, turned back Handspring. This 
was his last victory in the classic named for his father until 1916, but in the 
12 years from 1916-27 his Nursery Stud bred 5 winners of the Belmont Stakes.

him as a 4-year-old for $35,000, won the Suburban with him the next year. 
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However, it was not until the great Bel- 
dame appeared that Belmont again owned 
a division leader. 

The next few years were not uneventful. 
Unlike his conservative father, August 
Belmont Jr. was willing to try new fields. 
He was the first investor to show interest 
in a subway system in New York City, 
and this brought him into business combat 
with William Collins Whitney and Thom- 
as Fortune Ryan, who controlled public 
transportation in New York. It was a 
titanic struggle in which Belmont needed 
all the resources of his banking firm to 
survive.

AUSTRALIA 
Off-Course Betting Favored 


Sypnrty. My faith in Gallup polls was 
shaken at the time of the presidential 
election 10 years ago, but I have con- 
siderable confidence in a poll taken in 
Australia showing that 6 out of 10 Aus- 
tralians want legal off-course betting. 
with a preference for totalisators rather 
than bookmakers. In Victoria the vote in 
favor was 70 per cent; in New South 
Wales and Tasmania. 65: in Queensland 
and South Australia, 59: and in Western 
Australia, 46 per cent. 

The prediction in Victoria is that legal- 
ized off-course betting is certain to come. 
In that state a royal commission is ex- 
posing the evils of illegal starting-price 
betting with stories of murders of stand- 
over men, other violent crimes. and the 
corruption of 30 per cent of the police 
gaming squads. 

The Victorian state government, which 
has a race horse owner as premier. H. 
Bolte, is strongly in favor of the reform 
and sees it as a rare chance to boost the 
state finances by raking in revenue from 
the estimated S. P. turnover of £250 mil- 
lion each year. 

It will be interesting to see what form 
the reform will take—whether it will be 
S. P. telephone betting en credit with 
licensed bookmakers, as in’ England; 
Government totes distributed through the 
community as in New Zealand; or straight- 
out betting shops laying the odds inde- 
pendent of S. P., as in Tasmania.

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Up from Villainy 
THE JOCKEY CLUB, by Roger Morti- 


mer. Cassell and Company, London. 42 
shillings net ($5.88). 


Roger Mortimer, racing correspondent 
for the Sunday Times, has moved at a 
lively pace in recounting the story of the 
English Jockey Club from its unrecorded 
beginning in 1750 or thereabout to the 
present day. The result is perhaps the 
most concise and readable history of the 
body which established the basic model 
for supervision of racing in many coun- 
tries. 

Neither propriety of 
much concern to the organization in its 
carly years. “There is not a shred of evi- 
dence to suggest that the Club was found- 
ed with any high-minded notion of gov- 
erning or of reforming the Turf. The 
character and habits of many of the Club’s 
early members make such a suggestion 


power nor 


ridiculous and in any case the noblemen 
and gentlemen of that robust age were not, 
as a Class. noticeably imbued with  re- 
formative zeal.” 

Power was to be thrust upon the Jockey 
Club. nevertheless, usually by agreement. 
In 1758 it was agreed that riders at New- 


market should be weighed. In 1816 the 
club offered to give opinions in matters 
under dispute, if requested to do so. Some 


20-odd years later, when Lord George 
Bentinck was its dominant figure. it 


frowned on “the reprehensible habit of 
the winning owner giving a present to 
the judge.” It expressed “extreme disap- 
probation” of the practice of running 
horses without trying to win. 

The Jockey Club appears to have gained 
its greatest power through a gentle state- 
ment that it lacked power. A resolution 
in 1832 declared: 


The Jockey Club have no authority to extend 
their Rules and Orders to any other place [than 
Newmarket ] : 
mended the adoption of the same Rules to the 
Stewards of other races, and that the Stewards of 
the Jockey Club will not receive any references of 
disputes from any 


although they have recom- 


places except those at which 
the Rules and Regulations of Newmarket shall have 
been declared to be in force in the printed articles 
of those races. 


The object of this negation of authority 
was to gain authority: meetings which 
failed to understand its subtlety were 
“beyond the pale of recognized authority.” 
Thus the power of the Jockey Club ex- 
tended throughout the country, and event- 
ually. by reason of reciprocal agreements 


with governing bodies in other countries, 
throughout the world. (In the U. S. a 
similar attempt by The Jockey Club of 
New York resulted in more outlaws than 
conformists with the result that the state 
racing commission came into existence, 
dispersing supervision of American racing 
and preventing any possibility of national 
shape and structure of the sport.) 

The Jockey Club was still in no hurry 
to cope with villainy. It stood aside pass- 
ively when Lord George Bentinck and 
others objected, in court, to the ringing 
in of Running Rein, though it did rule 
off the owners of another 4-year-old in 
the 1844 Derby, and finally it passed reso- 
lutions against misrepresenting the age 
of a horse. The prevalence of ringers in 
those days suggests that neither the stud 
book nor the racing calendar was to. be 
swallowed whole. without a single grain 
of salt. 

Nevertheless. when the Jockey Club set 
up its barrier against American horses 
in 1913. it did so on the grounds that no 
horse was a Thoroughbred if it had as 
much as one ancestor which could not be 
traced to the General Stud Book, “What 
was particularly irritating to Americans 
was the English attitude that the Jersey 
Act was inspired solely by a laudable de- 
sire to preserve unimpaired the purity 
of the Stud Book.” says the author, who 
perhaps never heard the American aphor-

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ism. “when a man says it’s not the money, 
but the principle, it’s the money.” 

The English stud book was not pure. 
in the first place; and purity was an un- 
important consideration. in the second 
place. But it took 35 years of refutation 
by horses of “impure” blood to bring about 
a rescission of the Jersey Act. When the 
qualifications finally were altered, in 1948. 
it was again because of money. (The 
American stud book authorities co-operated 
almost enthusiastically, in establishing 
the worship of the false god of purity, and 
they continue to kneel at the same shrine, 
ignoring the fact that purity never existed 
and that it was irrelevant in any case.) 


A Keeneland Treasure 


THE KEENELAND ASSOCIATION 
LIBRARY, A Guide to the Collection, 
by Amelia King Buckley. University of 
Kentucky Press, Lexington. $12. 


One of Keeneland’s treasures. though 
it does almost nothing to increase the 
mutuel pools, is a library. William Arnold 
Hanger started it, in 1939, when he pur- 
chased Robert J. Turnbull's collection of 
about 2.000 volumes and presented it to 
the Keeneland Association. The Turnbull 
hooks. which had been selected according 
to the highest standards of a genuine 
hibliophile. posed a problem in library 


science, since new classifications had to be 
established for a collection special to the 
field of Thoroughbred sport and racing. 

The first catalogue of the library was 
made under the direction of Miss Virginia 
Hayes (now head of the Lexington Public 
Library). whose father trained horses for 
many years. the Kentucky Derby 
winner Donerail among them. Thereafter 
the library had no continuous professional 
direction until 1953. when Amelia King 
Buckley became librarian. In the mean- 
time the collection had been enlarged 
by gifts and purchases. and in 1954 it 
received 2 important additions, files of the 
Spirit of the Times trom 1836 through 
1892. given by Mrs. L. L. Haggin. and 
Charles C. Cook’s negatives. about 15.000 
in number. presented by Arnold Hanger. 

Mrs. Buckley has worked so diligently 
at Keeneland that she is now, in all proba- 
bility. the leading American authority on 
the literature of racing. Her guide to 
the collection, a typographic gem from 
the University of Kentucky Press. is the 
largest listing of books and_ periodicals 
in this field ever published in the U. S. 
It will be useful to librarians. research 
workers. and collectors of sporting books, 

The titles are listed alphabetically by 
author or by the ‘first word of the title. 
and there is also a subject index. Of 
special interest are reproductions of a 
number of C. C. Cook’s pictures, dating 
from 1901 through 1951. J. A. E.

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Racing, Breeding 
In Brazil 


Dy. Eslie Asbury last month judged a 
unique show at the Sao Paulo race course, 
and he and Mrs. Asbury, as guests of the 
Sao Paulo Jockey Club, visited several 
of the major stud farms in Brazil. Last 
week, at a meeting in Lexington of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America, he told 
of horse racing and breeding in Brazil 
and showed coloved slides and motion 
pictures. The following comments are from 
the notes from which he spoke. 


On a recent trip to Brazil. where I had 
the honor to be the sole judge of the Sao 
Paulo Jockey Club’s annual yearling exhi- 
bition (the horses. of course. really were 
2-vear-olds), I had an apportunity in a 
very short time to see several hundred 
horses, visit several studs. meet all the 
leading breeders, and see several days 
racing. 

The exhibition is sponsored by the Sao 
Paulo Jockey Club to stimulate improve- 
ment of the Brazilian horse. was 
especially important to the breeders, be- 
cause most of these horses later were sold 
at auction. 

About 500 entries were received and 
reduced to 100 colts and 100 fillies by a 
selection committee. Given less than a 
minute per horse, I had to cull the 2 divi- 
sions to 20 each. The final selection of 
5 coits and 5 fillies was made on the 
turf course before the race crowd. The 
breeding. the breeder, and the foaling date 
were unknown to me. but I had the serv- 
ices of a good veterinarian. Dr. Rene 
Straunard. 

In general, these horses. comparable to 
our 2-year-olds of March, were a_ well 
developed Jot. They seemed larger than 
our horses, maybe a little softer. The 
pedigrees represented mostly French 
blood, but some English and a little Ital- 
ian. There is very little American blood 
there. 


Land and Climate 


There are many problems raising 
Theroughbred horses in the tropics. In 
the state of Sao Paulo. where most of the 
largest and best studs are. the weather 
is cooler. and the land is rolling and 
hilly. The best land area in Sao Paulo is 
near Campinas, where the soil has a purple 
cast because of the high iron content. The 
average pH factor is 4.5. and it is neces- 
sary to make annual applications of lime 
and phosphates. much of which is leached 
out by 7 months of rain. 

After the rainy season there usually are 
5 months of drought. and the land gets 
hard as a brick. Since the introduction of 
hardy grasses. such as the African Rhodes 
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and Bahia grasses, there is year-round 
grazing. Drought-resistant legumes, such 
as Ladino and white clover from the U. S. 
and alfalfa from Uruguay, are being de- 
veloped. Each stud now maintains an irri- 
gated field of alfalfa, which is cut and 
fed daily in the barn, but most of the 
feed is imported. chiefly from Argentina. 
All horses. on the farm and in training, 
get about 115 gallons of milk a day. 

Parasites. the same kind we have, are 
a constant problem. and I was told that 
all of their horses were infested. The 
breeders, though. do all they can. Excel- 
lent’ sanitation is practiced, manure is 
picked up each day, and low-level pheno- 
thiazine is used. Unfortunately. cattle ean- 
not be run near the horses. because the 
cattle are host to a tick which they trans- 
fer. 


Stud Farms 


Jose E. Homen de Mello. a coffee farm- 
er and director of the stud book, has made 
many fine contributions and has done 
much work under the auspices of the Sao 
Paulo Jockey Club. In recent years he 
has established. through the Jockey Club, 
a stallion station, modeled after Lou Do- 
herty’s, except that there are box. stalls 
and paddocks for visiting mares during 
the breeding season. There are 3 stallions 
at the station: Coaraze. by Tourbillon; 
Tinao, by Swallow Tail; and Lucidon, by 


Alycidon. Incidentally, the stud groom 
wears a red shirt whenever he takes the 
stallion to cover a mare, providing a con- 
ditioned reflex for the horse—an idea 
which could well be used in our studs. 

The buildings ai the stallion station are 
handsomely constructed of concrete and 
native red tile, and they are fireproof. 

A law in Brazil forbids the gelding of 
any horse, and consequently a well bred 
horse, even with a poor racing record, is 
apt to be tried as a stallion, the same as 
in the U. S. Owing to the distance between 
studs, many breeders use only their own 
stallions so exclusively as to approach 
what one of my Brazilian friends called 
equine monogamy. 

At the larger studs, with smart impor- 
tations of stallions and mares, horses are 
produced comparing favorably with good 
horses anywhere. For example, Dr. Peix- 
oto de Castro Jr.. at his beautiful Mon- 


desir stud, stands Sayani, Swallow Tail, 
Prosper, and Legend of France. 


The Racing Clubs 


Racing is conducted with great dignity 
in beautiful surroundings and with excel- 
lent amenities in all the enclosures, all 
on a non-profit basis. Each Jockey Club 
runs its own show. with a 20 per cent 
take-out, of which three-fifths is used for 
purses and maintenance, leaving two-fifths 
for social services for employees and char- 
ities. The government takes no cut. Each 
club has a downtown social club and an 
off-track betting office. The off-track 
money is nowhere near as large as that 
bet at the track. 

The newer, very progressive Sao Paulo 
Jockey Club, with 1,000 members, has its 
own stud book under the direction of 
Mr. de Mello. The Rio de Janeiro Jockey 
Club is older, has 4,000 members, and a 
magnificent race course, and its buildings 
rival Versailles. But recently the leading 
owners, complaining that too much em- 
phasis is being placed on the social side, 
have started building a Jockey Club of 
their own, where the emphasis will be on 
the horse. 

A track will handle the equivalent of 
$300.000 a day. and betting is by units as 
low as 10 cruzeiros, for which the ex- 
change now is 160 to the dollar. There are 
7 races a day, with no claiming or selling

$700. Handicap purses go up to $7,000, 
with the first 5 horses dividing the money. 
The Jockey Club pays the jockey and 
trainer each 10 per cent, the valet 2 per 
cent, and the breeder 5 per cent if he 
kept the horse and 10 per cent if he sold 
him. One leading owner with over 100 
horses in training had earnings of $30,000. 

The races are run counterclockwise, 
and the turf course, on which the major 
races are run, is outside of the dirt track. 
The Australian gate is used for a stand- 
ing start, and the jockeys ride American- 
style, though they do not get out of the 
gate as fast as our boys.
